Recalls Fos Like Massacre 


Address Given By W. B. Cameron, Sole 
Survivor of Massacre ~

the men who fell in the Frog Lake 
massacre in April, 1885. 

The gathering was addressed by W. 
B. Cameron, the only white man who 
escaped in that affray, and who had 
come from Vancouver. 

Mr. Cameron detailed all the cir- 
cumstances in connection with the 
massacre, afterwards taking the peo- 
ple over the ground, indicating where 
the various buildings were situated, 
and where the actual shooting took 
place. 

Rey. A. Ahenatkew, superintendent 
of missions to Cree Indians in con- 
nection with the Church of England, 
also gave an address, in which he in- 
terpreted the massacre from the 
standpoint of the Indian mind,

Decrease In Drug Addicts 


Medical Care Instead of Prison Term 
Is Advocated 

There has been a distinct decrease 
jn the number of drug addicts in Can- 
ada in the last two years, according 
to a paper prepared by F. W. Cowan, 
superintendent of the federal health 
department, Ottawa, and read by 
Chief W. C. Crabb, of Welland, Ont., 
at a session of the 21st annual con- 
vention of the Chief Constables’ Asso- 
ciation of Canada. 

The paper contradicted the com- |} 
monly held theory that use of narco- 
lics_ caused crime. Narcotic drugs 
tended to make the addict, if he turn- 
ed to crime, a criminal of the sneak 
thief type, and not of the aggressive 
bandit style. The number of young 
women and men becoming addicts 
was on a very definite decrease. 

Mr. Cowan advocated medical care 
and treatment for the addiets rather 
han prison cells.

James is ‘Killed and Peter is Im. 
prisoned, varses 1-4. Herod Agrippa 
I.,.grandson of Herod the Great, was 
now king of Palestine, and he began 
at this tims to persecute the leaders 
of the church at Jerusalem. He had 
James, the brother of John, behead- 
ed, and this deed pleased the Jews. 
It was “the days of unleavened bread,” 
as the Passover was called, because 
no leaven, or yeast; was allowed in 
Jewish homes while the festival last- 
ed.

Auto Plane Is New Racer 


;London Has a Hybrid Craft to Try For 
| Speed Laurels 

A new racing apparatus {fs bein 
shown at London with which it is hop- 
ed to make world records on Jand. It 
is a miniature automobile-acroplane. 
The front part is that of a motor ear, 
with two wheels on the ground, while 
the rear is designed along the lines 
of a flying machine. 

This hybrid affair has a powerful 
engine in front and gets its driving 
power through the wheels. ‘Tle body 
tapers in stream-like form, which ends 
in a vertical rudder much like that of 
an aeroplane, and with several curved 
horizontal surfaces like the elevators 
of,a heavier-than-alr-craft. 

Standing, the apparatus rests upon 


rear 


ing behind, supported by one 
wheel. When it begins to move rap- 
idly the air pressure under the rear 
elevators causes the_tail to lift itself 
off the ground and sail through the 
air. 

The chauffeur steers by a combina- 
tion of gears on wheels and the rud- 
der arrangements on the tail.

Ottawa.—The standard of numbers 
two and three Manitoba northern 
wheat was set by the adoption, in the 
agriculture committee of the House of 
Commons, of clauses in the new Grain 
Act. Definition of other grades was 
disposed of. The proposal to admit, 
in Number 2, a slight proportion of 
Durum wheat with the higher grades, 
brought a protest from Hon. W. R 
Motherwell, minister of agriculture. 

He thought the quality was being 
slightly reduced thereby; and the 
reputation of Canadian wheat in the 
export market debased, 

Chief Grain Inspector Serls sald 
the new definition did not reduce the 
quality of the grain.

Potato Has Interesting History 


Was Growing Wild In South America 
In 16th Century 

The common potato has quite a his- 
tory of its own. It was first taken 
to Spain -from South America, where 
it was found growing wild early in the 
sixteenth century. 

From Spain {lL went to Italy, where 
ii was called the trufMe. After this it 
went to Vienna, whence it found its 
way. to other parts of Europe. It ar- 
rived in Engjund from Virginia, hav- 
ing been cultivated there by the colon- 
ists sent out by Sir Walter Raleigh in 
15St. 

The potato was first cultivated in 
Ireland by Sir Robert Southwell, from 
tubers presented to him by Raleigh. 
Some time after this lt was grown ex- 
tensively in Lancashire, a quantity 
having been washed ashore as the ro- 
sult of a shipwreck. From Lanca- 
shire cultivation gradually 
throughout the whole country. In 
1629 the market price? of potatoes in 
England was one shilling (21 cents) a 
pound.

Organization to Bring British Boys 
Under. Supervision to the / ° 
Dominions 

An empire-wide movemont, which 
already is well under way in Austra- 
lia, and which seeks to include Can- 
ada, New Zealand and South. Africa, 
founded upon the need of greater 
population in tho dominions, has 
brought Richard Linton, of Melbourne, 
to Canada on his way to a conference 
in London, which will be attended by 
Premier Baldwin and other prominent 
Britishers. 

The project, known as the “big 
brother movement,” has as its object. 
the bringing to the dominions of Brit- 
Ish boys between tho ages of 14 und 
19 years, who have’ been recomment- 
ed by organizations in Great Britain, 
such as the public schools association, 
churches, Y.M.C.A. and the different 
national county socleties. 

Mr. Linton will arrange, during his 
stay In England, for the sending of a 
party of 25 boys to Australia, pos{- 
tions for all of whom have been prom- 
ised. 

Under the movement, a “big broth- 
er” in Australia will meet cach boy 
upon arrival and take him to his 
home. He will keep in touch with 
that boy until he is-21 years old, 

On the boy’s part, he -must under- 
take to follew the advice of his “big 
brother,” must promise not to touch 
strong drink or gamble until he 
reacres 21 years, must promise to. 
write to his parents and “big broth- 
er” at least once a month, and also 
jundertake to open a savings account

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Bibles In Strange Tongues 


| Hundred and Fifty Languages Printed 
| By Oxford Press 
i Tho Oxford University Press, whose 
| printing activities date bacie to the 
later years of the fifteenth century, 
is adding newly cut fonts of Greek and 
Hebrew type of pleasing design to ils 
yast type collections. The establish- 
ment possesses type for printing in 
well over 150 different languages, in- 
cluding hieroglyphics, Iteo-Cretan, 
Gurumukhi and Chinese. 

As is usual in the affairs of men, 
the Oxford Press is more noted for 
| its errors than its successes. Of the 
lyast numbers of Bibles printed in all 
tongues, from Coptic to Icelandic, four 
are given value and fame for small 
misprints. They are the ‘Vinegar 
Bible,” with yinegar for vineyard in 
Luke XX.; the “Murderers, Bible,” 
with murders for murmurers in Jude; 
the “Ears to Ear Bibles,” with a mis- 
[print in Matthew XIIL, and the 
“Wifehater Bible,” with a mistake in 
Luke, XIV. 


An Old Superstition

Howes’ Address

Having been asked by the edi- 
tur to write up the high-lights of 
\Jean Howes’ address last Friday 
atternoon in the Chineok School, 
| found the theme so thought 
provocative that | have to aban- 
aon the usual form of reporting, 
and offer instead a running com. 
mentary on his remarks, 

As a whole the speech of the 
locan’s was educative, informative 
aud exceedingly witty. A dry 
subject was diverted, by anecdote 
and reminiscence, into the most 
niteresting channels, and it was 
unfortunate that so few of the 
citizens of Chinook district availed 
themselves of the opportunity to 
hear him. . 

Proffessor Howes reviewed the 
work done under the faculty . ol 
uyriculture at the University ol 
Alberta, since its inception, and 
he went into detail regarding the 
r:search work done by the various 
d partments, namely, entymolog- 
ical, horticultural, field and animal 
husbandry, 

[he speaker named four basic 
subjects for researeh, the soil, 
plant life, animal life and the final 
disposal of the finished product. 
When he complimented the De- 
partment of Agriculture for insti- 
tuting a soil survey there flashed 
into my mind a kind of a parody 
ou the house that Jack built, 

“This is the soi] that George 
survey ed, 

“This is the plant that grew on 
the soil which George surveyed, 

“This is the ox which masti- 
cited the plant that grew on the 
soil which George surveyed, and 

“This is the politician.who ate 
the ox which masticated the plant 
that grew on the soil which 
George surveyed,” 

Reverting to animal husbandry, 
Dean Howes stated that on as- 
suming the duties at the Univer- 
sity at the inception of the faculty, 
Ke immediately applied the tuber- 
iulin test to the cows at the farm. 
‘Several of them reacted, and they 


were imatediately dispatched to 
the packing plant. Why these 
tubercular cattle should go to the 
packing plant instead of the in- 
cinerator the Professor did not 
say, and I did not get the oppor- 
tunity to ask him, 

The work-of the entymological 
branch under Professor Strictland 
had saved millions of dollars to 
the Province through the recent 
well organized grasshopper cam- 
paign, Research would in time 
also reveal methods by which the 
cut worm would be eradicated, 
In the meantime the worm would 
have the ascendency until the ar- 
rival of some certain parasite 
which would prey on it and ex 
terminate it, 

“Upon each flea there is a flea: 

A smaller-flea to bite ’em ; 

And on that flea another- flea— 

And so on—ad finitum,” 
The developnient ef a new wheat 
at the college was enlarged upon 
as was also the story of the dis 
covery of what is now on the mar- 
ket as Howes’ Alberta Flint, a 
corn which the Professor stated 
was a natural cross from Golden 
Bantam er a feversion to some 
previous type induced by the hot 
days and cold nights in Alberta. 
He gave a description of how new

Dean Howes concluded with an 
appeal to those present to develop 
the co-operative marketing © of 
their produce, thus providing a 
practical solution to an economic 
deadlock. He warned his hearers 
to'shy clear of the economic nos- 
trums advocated by agitators who 
stopped off for a day, made an 
oration, took up acollection, and 
disappeared into the night, 

The Dean confessed to_ignor- 
ance of economics, though what 
merit there is in an educator as- 
suming a know-nothing attitude 
is beyond my comprehension, 
The assertion savoured too much 
of the old-time stuff that it spoiled!
